World Was Not Then Enjoying Peace 

And Stability 

Before the outbreak of the World 
War we must go back a hundred 
years to the last preceding world war 1 
ending at Waterloo. But it is not 
true, of course, that the world before 
1914 was all peace and stability. It' 
is twenty years since the armistice, 1 
and we have to reckon with Spain 1 


Effort** Are Being Made To Prevent 
Man ton Destruction Of Plants 

From early spring until late 
autumn, the woods, glens and open 
spaces of Canada are made beautiful 
by a succession of wild flowers, more 
varied and as full of charm as the 
best gardens can provide. In all this j 
glorious profusion, however, lurks a 
danger. Unfortunately many of the 
citizens, particularly of the larger 
centres of population, never give a 
j. thought to the fact that there may 
all too soon come an emL-to this great 
i abundance of wild plant life through 
j heedless destruction. 

I The preservation of wild flowers 
| docs not mean that no one is allow- 
j ed to pick a bloom, but it does entail 
J due regard to the future of the plant, 
i It demands a little thought. How is 
| a plant to survive if there are not 
sufficient flowers fcft on it to form! 
seed, and how can a plant possibly 
live if it is torn up by the roots, as 
is too often the case. Tearing a plant I 
| up by the roots to gain a bloom is 
wanton destruction and means only 
one thing—the passing of beautiful 
I wild flowers from the Canadian land- 
: scape. Some species of wild flowers, 

, such as violets, hepaticas, and others 
| with flower stems rising directly 
from the roots, may be picked at 
will, so long as the plant body is not 
disturbed, but other wild flowers like 
the trillium, Ontario’s floral emblem, 
should never be gathered freely, and 
as a matter of fact are best left 
alone in their natural setting, as the 
flowers cannot be picked without re¬ 
moving all the foliage on which de¬ 
pends the maturing of the bulbous 
root for the following season’s crop 
of flowers. 

Conspicuous efforts have been made 
by the various horticultural societies 
throughout Canada to arouse public! 
sentiment towards the proper proUc- 
j tion of the native flora, and, though 
j much has been done, still more organ- 
; ized work is necessary on the part of

One can imagine the consternation that would be created in Western 
Canada if it were predicted that the time is coming within the ken of the 
present generation when the prairies and the foothills of the Rocky Moun¬ 
tains will be denuded of much if not all of its feathered and furred life; 
when a game bird would be literally a rara avis and when the appearance 
of a fur-bearing animal would be so uncommon as to occasion a newspaper 
paragraph. 

To many people such a prospect is unthinkable and to all lovers of 
nature and the great outdoors such a possibility is almost too painful to 
mention, yet there are evidences that a disaster of this magnitude may not 
be altogether imaginative. 

Such evidence was forthcoming at a recent meeting in Regina, Saskat¬ 
chewan, under the auspices of the Fish and Game League, when a hundred 
participants in a contest which called for suggestions for better measures 
for the conservation Of wild life were unanimous on one thing, and that 
was that there is a noticeable decline this year in the number of migratory 
birds visiting the province and that this decline has been going on for a 
number of years. 

The evidence was not only applicable to the game birds in which the ■ 
sportsmen were primarily interested, but extended to the feathered song-1 
sters which annually gladden the hearts of residents of city and country. It 
was stated that they, top, are dwindling in numbers and that their disap- i 
pearance is only a question of time unless the sportsmen and nature lovers 
1 arouse themselves to take the necessary steps to prevent a great disaster.

On the basis of 1937 quantity con- 
sumlption, users of petroleum pro¬ 
ducts on the prairies will save $5,- 
500,000 this year by reason of reduc¬ 
tions in prices of light petroleum 
products since the Turner Valley was 
established as an important oil field. 
If good crops favor the west, there 
would be even a larger saving inci¬ 
dent to larger consumption of pro¬ 
ducts. 

The saving is even more substan¬ 
tial when one considers that the his¬ 
tory of an oil field in the making is 
frequently one of costly disturbance. 
Adequate transportation facilities 
have to be provided.
